You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in 
said village of North Stratford, on Tuesday the 8th day of 
March, 1955, at 10 o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To elect a clerk for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2. To elect two auditors for the ensuing 
year, or to see if the town will vote to petition the State Tax 
Commission to have an audit made by the Division of Munic- 
ipal Accounting, and to make an appropriation to cover the 
cost of such an audit. 


ARTICLE 3. To elect a treasurer for the ensuing 
year. j 


ARTICLE 4. To elect one selectman for three years. 
ARTICLE 5. To elect all other town officers. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote to continue 
the services of the Public Health Nurse, and raise money for 
same. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will vote to appro- 
priate $50.00 toward Blister Rust Control.

ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the selectmen to advertise for sealed bids on any property 
acquired by the town through tax collector’s deeds, with the 
right to accept or reject all bids. 
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ARTICLE 11. To see if the voters will authorize the 
selectmen and town treasurer to borrow a sum or sums not 
exceeding in the aggregate $15,000 in anticiptaion of the 
collection of taxes for the current municipal year, and to is- 
sue in the name, and on the credit of the town, negotiable 
notes therefor; said notes to be repaid during the current 
municipal year, from taxes collected within the current mu- 
nicipal year. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $96.86 to the White Mountains Region 
Association, being 10c per $1,000 (1/100th of 1%) of the as- 
sessed valuation of the town for the previous year, for the 
purpose of issuing and distributing printed matter and ad- 
vertising and otherwise publicizing the advantages of the 
town, in cooperation with the other towns of the region.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 1954-55 


To the School Board and Citizens of Stratford: 


I have the pleasure of submitting my fourth annual 
report as Superintendent of Schools in Stratford. Financial 
reports included herein, except budget material, are for the 
school year 1953-1954. Statistical data is for the current 
year and is corrected up to the time of publication. 


A major problem during the past year has been finding 
of teachers. The need for one new teacher and four resigna- 
tions at the end of the year made necessary filling five posi- 
tions. Mrs. Ellen Jordan was shifted to first grade and Mrs. 
Mary Nugent was moved into the high school to teach Social 
subjects and Arithmetic. Mrs. Jessie McMann was selected 
for the 2nd grade and Miss Victorine Stuart was elected to 
the 4th and 5th grade room. 


In the High School Miss Marion Stevens returned as 
Commercial teacher, Mr. William Lunt was appointed to 
Coach and teach History and English, and Mr. Frank Drisko 
was elected for Science and Mathematics. These teachers 
have proved very satisfactory and the Board believes that 
gains have been made. However, it has represented a real 
administrative problem to introduce so many new people at 
one time into a system and bring them together into a good- 
ly working organization without loss to the young people. 
The Board must have sufficient funds to keep good teachers 
or to find adequate and satisfactory replacements if this is 
necessary. 
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It will be remembered that this year’s budget was in the 
same amount as the previous year’s plus $3,000.00 for one 
additional teacher. At the time of the district meeting the 
Board Chairman assured the voters that the shop room so- 
called, would be repaired and refinished into a classroom 
and the Board would keep within the total amount available. 
The shop room was renovated into an excellent classroom for 
the Ist grade and is now an example of what should be done 
throughout the building. The Board has planned to paint 
two rooms at North Stratford and one room at the Hollow 
School building. A small payment of $295.00 with interest 
will complete the payments on the loan of $3,500.00 which 
was borrowed in 1951 to renew the roof on the High School 
building. 

The 1955-1956 budget is in an amount of $64,709.64 
which is some $5,000.00 in excess of this year’s budget. How- 
ever, there seems to be a very definite possibility at this time 
that the State School Fund will be in the neighborhood of 
$24,000.00. If this comes about the amount to be raised by 
local taxation will not be as much as during the present year. 
Use of the motion as suggested by the Tax Commission will 
automatically give to the taxpayers any benefit that accrues 
from additional State Aid. 


The P.T. A. has kept up its good work and interest in 
the schools. Major expenditures were for the band uniforms 
and the Dental Clinic. Four record players were bought for 
the elementary rooms and a saxaphone, a trumpet, and a 
clarinet were bought for the band. The monthly meetings 
have been helpful in bringing about cooperation between 
parents and teachers. 


The grade placement chart shows that we have the fol- 
lowing numbers in school: 
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Again I say) it is a pleasure and a privilege to work in 
your school system. We have good teachers and there is a 
friendly spirit of cooperation and goodwill between the par- 
ents, teachers, and Board members. Such conditions make 
for a progressive and efficient school system.
